They are written by 
the Amirs, Waqi'a Nigars (news writers) and the 
courtiers of the rulers, hence these are more authentic 
and important manuscripts to be used as informatory 
original source material. Especially in history these 
manuscripts are the only source of information. In 
these manuscripts a detailed account of the world 
history is found. A detailed list of the manuscripts is 
necessary and useful for the research scholars who are 
interested in the facts for the authenticity. Not only the 
history of the kings or the countries but also the social 
status, political conditions, mora* ideas, geographical 
positions and biographical accounts of the celebrities, 
kings, scholars* philosophers etc. are found in these 
manuscripts.

are described from different collections, libraries and 
research institutes. In these libraries or research 
institutes these manuscripts are preserved for the 
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readers. These libraries are in India, London, 

Germany, Pakistan, Iran and Iraq. A large collection 

. of the manuscripts is preserved in the India Office 

Library and in the British Museum in London. The 

cataloguers of these libraries made catalogues of their 

libraries and published them. In this list these 

catalogues are referred to the scholars with the volume 

numbers and page numbers. So the scholars can 

consult the catalogues to find the information of the 

existence of the manuscripts and if they wish they can 

try to consult the original manuscripts. 

It has been kept in the mind to collect the more 
information of manuscripts found in India specially. 
So a list is also given of the manuscripts found in 
India such as Salarjang Museum, Hyderabad, Azad 
Library, AligarlvMaulana Abul Kalam Azad Arabic, 
Persian Research Institute Rajasthan, Tonk, Rampur 
Raza Library, Rampur and Khuda Bakhsh Oriental 
Public Library, Patna etc. __ 

The titles of the manuscripts and the names of 
the authors, commentators and translators are also 
enriched with the dates of composition of manuscripts 
and an account of the thought contents of the works as
